Funding In the amount of $791,269 is available in the Fiscal Year 2011-2012 Operating Budget of the City Clerk for election costs
A hudget amendment will be needed prior to a May 2012 election to provide the remaining funding needed for election costs after
covering the unanticipated purchase of electronic voting machines and additienal costs if the city is alone on the ballot.

ESTIMATED ELECTION COSTS AND CURRENT YEAR BUDGET IMPACT OF A NOVEMBER 2012 ELECTION:
If a November 2012 election is held, budgeted expenses totaling $791,269 in the Cty Clerk's Office will no longer be needed and

savings of $791.269 will accrue to the ending balance in the Support Services fund Unbudgeted expenses ranging from
approximately $454,000 to $1,029,000 will be avoided.

ESTIMATED ELECTION COSTS AND FY 2013 BUDGET IMPACT OF A NOVEMBER 2012 ELECTION:

Costs estimated by the Travis County Clerk that would be incurred by the City of Austin range from $340,000 if the City, County,
School District and Community College share election ¢osts. It is expected the School District wilt not participate in the
November 2012 etections, which would increase the City's election costs to $415,000. These tost estimates also assume no
potential runoff expenses for November 2012 based on elections being held in beth May and November 2012,
